Great curi- 
osity was awakened to see one so rich, so 
wise and so prosperous, and to sec, also, 
tlie magnificent city In which he lived, 
uul the splendid Temple that he had 
built. 
To gratify this curiosity ninny 


Dersons made long journeys ami extend- 
ed visits to Jerusalem. 
Among these, 


thp most notable, so far as we arc infbnii- 
jd, was the queen of Slieba. 
HUT realm 


was situated in the southern part of Ara- 
bia, along UIG cnast of the lied Sea, not 
less than fifteen hundred miles from Je- 
rusalem 
The journey must have occu- 


pied seventy-five days. She had heard of 
the fame of Solomon and especially, as it 
seems, of his religions character. 
He 


was no less fumed for piety and religious 
devotion limn for wealth aud wisdom. 
To sue the splendor of his court and cap- 
ital, to make the acquaintance of one so 
wise ami pious, and to test his wisdom 
witli hard questions, as Is still customary 
among the Orientals, she made the long 
aud tiresome journey from the distant 
home. She came witli a great train of 
camels laden with spices mid gold and 
precious stones, for all of which hcrcoun- 
try was famous. 
She was attended by a 


vast retinue of servants, and maintained 
n truly royal style of living. Slie was no 
ordinary personage. She reiyned over 
oneof the wealthiest nations of her times. 
Tlie Saba;an.s, or Sliebans, had commer- 
cial relations with most of the nations of 
the world. They traded In the most 
costly productions of the ciirth, and the 
richest gems and precious stones then 
known. 


II. The Queen's Astonishment. This 


royal visitor seems to have had every 
possible opportunity grunted her for bo- 
coming acquainted with Sulomon and 
his capital. 
When she found him able 


to answer all her curious mid dllllcult 
questions, and Inul seen his palace aud

splendid apparel, theglorius Temple and 
llie wonderful way by which he went up 
from life palace to It, slie"was overcome 
with astonishment. She acknowledged 
that all the marvelous stones which she 
had heard were true, and even more, 
"for," said she "tlie half was not told me : 
thy wisdom and prosperity cxccedeth the 
fame which I had heard." So great was 
his wisdom and so constantly was It 
manifested that even the servants of 
his household were to be accounted hap- 
py in the privileges they enjoyed, and, 
in truth, it Is of uo small advantage to 
any person to associate.with those who 
are both wise and good. The silent in- 
fluence constantly guiug out from such 
persons is felt, unconsciously to both 
parties, but certainly and continuously 
felt, and cannot fail to be of great bene- 
fit Intellectually iiud spiritually to all 
who are within its ran;;c. Seeing the 
beauty, order, harmony and general 
prosperity of Solomon's court and king- 
dom she ascribed to his piety tlie conse- 
jiicnt blessing of God upon him and his

to, if not more valuable than, the 
same weight of manure, for it con- 
tains a good deal of animal matter, 
fresh and rich in plant food, with 
much organic matter that is availa- 
ble in the same way. Leaves from 
the orchard and wood lots or scat- 
tered trees make the best of litter 
for pigs and sheep, and a supply of 
these well deserves for its value a 
special dry shed for its storage. 
They contain a large amount of fer- 
tiliziug elements, and are thus twice 
worthy of being gathered. • The ash- 
es from the household flres, and even 
coal ashes have some fertilizing val- 
ue ; and it any waste matter' out- 
side of the farm can be procured it 
should be gathered up and made 
use of. With lime added to this a 
valuable lot of compost may be pre- 
pared by midwinter that could be 
very usefully spread over bare spots 
in the grain Delds where the snow 
has drifted off.

Oyster Culture Profitable. 


The absurd claim made by some 


poultry journals that the value of 
tho poultry product surpasses that 
of any other single interest is suffic- 
iently ridiculous to be passed with- 
out comment did it not call to mind 
another Interest which is of still 
greater value but 
not 
scarcely 


thought of. This is the breeding 
and culture of oysters. An oyster 
contains as much nutriment c 
egg, and the animal, which is not a 
fish, although it is supposed to 
be 


one, may be reared 
with far less 


cost than that of an egg. 
It feeds it- 


self; 
it requires simply to be plant- 


ed in a suitable spot and provided 
with the requisite facilities for secur- 
ing the abundant spawn to grow and 
increase to an amazing extent. An 
oyster produces several mil'ions of 
spawn each year, which leaves the 
most prolific hen so far behind as to 
be of no comparative account what- 
ever. 
We possess an enormous 


length of coast line, most ot which 
is suitable for the culture of oysters, 
and a seashore farm or one border- 
ing upon the coves and estuaries of 
the rivers may have its oyster bed 
as it has its strawberry bed or aspar- 
agus bed, and with far less cost, but 
far greater profit. This culture is 
one of those which, from our great 
wealth of opportunities, has been on- 
ly recently turned to a very small 
account.—[N.Y, Times. •

out soil of New England. Can our 
email farms and those deeply in 
debt go on and bring up their old 
soils to produce such crops as they 
produced before tho soil was robbed 
of its elements of fertility ? I think 
that thero are many ways whereby 
our lands can be increased fn fertili- 
ty and pay fts we go. First, bo sure 
to utilize everything that will go to 
swell the manure heap, and house
